The  Black  Sea  had  been  an  important  area  of  Greek  colonization  by 
Milesians  and  others,  and  numerous  Greek  cities  were  ranged  around  shores. 
The  importance  of  the  agriculture  of  this  region  to  the  Greeks  of  the  Aegean  has 
been  mentioned  above;  but  there  was  also  gold  - so  prominent  in  the  rich  burial- 
treasures  of  the  local  Scythian  rulers  - and  this  was  extracted  perhaps  from  as 
far  away  as  the  Urals,  anyway  from  a region  remote  enough  for  Herodotes  to 
repeat  that  the  Black  Sea  gold  was  purloined  from  the  griffins  by  the  one-eyed 
Arimaspeans.  On  the  gold  coins  of  the  city  of  Pantikapaion  in  the  Crimea  we  see 
the  griffin  itself  with  its  horned  lion's  head,  and  it  stands  on  a great  ear  of  corn, 
as  if  to  allude  to  both  the  great  sources  of  wealth  of  this  region.  But  it  is  the 
obverse  of  the  coins  which  are  the  truly  impressive  feature;  the  head  of  Pan, 
used  as  the  punning  device  for  the  city's  name,  as  it  appears  on  staters  of  about 
350  BC,  is  of  the  purest  Greek  style,  with  pointed  ears,  snub  nose  and  unkept 
hair.  One  of  these  heads  is  in  profile,  the  other  in  a semi-facing  view  excellently 
conceived.  These  staters  were  first  minted  on  a standard  somewhat  heavier 
than  the  Attic  but  later  the  normal  Attic  weight  came  in.  We  must  note  too  the 
remarkable  way  in  which  a Scythian  artist  takes  over  the  Greek  design,  even 
adding  to  the  head  of  a wreath  of  vine  leaves,  but  adapting  the  facial  forms  to 
the  stylization  characteristic  of  the  splendid  gold  objects  of  Scythian  art  - a 
fruitful  mixture  of  styles  which  is  brilliant  in  semi-barbaric  way.  The  earlier  staters 
of  Pantikapaion  were  conspicuous  in  the  hoard  found  at  Prinkipo  on  the  Sea  of 
Marmara,  along  with  gold  coins  of  Philip  and  of  Lampsakos  and  the  ubiquitous 
electrum  of  Kyzikos,  an  eloquent  testimony  to  the  great  trade  routes  of  the  Black 
Sea  area. 

The  only  other  coin  we  can  find  on  the  8.53g  weight  standard  is  the  specimen  in 
the  BMC.  We  believe  our  specimen  came  from  the  same  necklace  as  the  BMC 
one.  It  has  the  same  minor  scratches  and  the  same  triangular  marks  from 
mounting.  Our  coin  came  to  us  from  a family  that  immigrated  from  the  Crimea 
several  generations  ago  and  brought  this  coin  with  them  at  that  time.  To  this 
point  we  know  only  of  2 specimens  though  it  is  likely  that  there  are  a few  more.

709.  KING  MIDAS,  in  white  marble.  2nd-3rd  Century  AD. 

This  is  a rare  rendering  of  the  famous  king  of  Phrygia.  In  Greek  Mythology  by 
the  fifth  century  BC,  Midas  was  the  judge  of  a musical  contest  between  the 
Gods  Apollo  and  Pan.  Midas  decided  in  favour  of  Pan  and  his  flute  over 
Apollo.  Apollo  sought  revenge  out  of  anger  that  a satyr  had  been  judged  better 
than  he.  Apollo  declared  that  Midas  must  have  the  ears  of  an  ass.  In  order  to 
hide  his  ears,  Midas  wore  a Phrygian  cap,  and  the  only  one  who  knew  of  them 
was  his  barber.  This  bust  of  Midas  shows  the  pronounced  ears  and  the  cap  set 
between  them.  There  are  traces  of  red  paint  remaining  on  his  face  and  cloak. 
A solemn  expression  is  on  his  face  as  he  gazes  slightly  downward.  A truly 
beautiful  example  of  the  "Man  who  could  turn  things  to  gold"!  ..Set  upon  a 
satin-black  stand.
